Sometimes it's better for the chil 
dren, the parents— and certainly the 
dog — to take him (or her) along, 
according to the Chicago Motor 
Club. 

If you decide that "Fido" and the 
family will enjoy their vacation to- 
gether, plan ahead with these sug- 
gestions from the motor club's tour- 
ing department: 

— Before you leave, find out if 
your dog gets car sick. Your veter- 
inarian can give you sedatives or 
tranquilizers that will help quiet 
him, and advise you on other items 
for the dog's comfort. Stop frequent- 
ly to give your dog an airing; every- 
body will enjoy the chance to 
stretch. 

— Keep your dog in the back seat, 
away from the driver, but don't let 
him hang his head out the window. 

— If your vacation will take you 
across state or international borders, 
you'll probably need a health or 
rabies certificate for your pet. See 
your veterinarian before you leave 
so that your dog can have a check- 
up and necessary vaccinations. 

— The time to find out whether 
dogs are permitted at the hotel or 
motel of your choice. is when writ-, 
ing for reservations, not when you 
arrive. This can prevent embarrass- 
ment and delays! 

The American Automobile Asso- 
ciation recently conducted a survey 
among several thousand motel op- 
erators to determine guest prob- 
lems. About half of the motel oper- 
ators said that most of their guests 
travel with their pets. One-third of 
the establishments accept them, the 
survey showed.

Courthouse Notebook — 

■Y LOU DURKIN 

. - Procrastination scored another victory at Monday's meeting of the 
Lake County Board of Supervisors, and advocates of relocating the court- 
house and county office building gained additional tune in which to de- 
velop their fight to shift the center of county govern- 
ment irom its present site on the courthouse square in 
downtown Waukegan. . 

Action .on a resolution to transfer title to the square 
and the existing courthouse from the County of Lake to 
the Lake County Public Building Commission was de- 
ferred until the August meeting of the board. 

Board Chairman Karl Berning broke a 16-16 tie on 
the motion to refer the matter so members, of the board 
could study the resolution more closely. 

It will be interesting to see how many of these "ob- 
jectors" take time to go into the office of County Clerk 
Gar Leaf and actually study the resolution and its com- 
panion contract. 

* • • 

Durkin Waukegan Supervisor August Cepon, chairman of 

the public building commission, who was under the impression that the 
board was in full agreement on the need for a bigger courthouse, urged 
passage of the resolution to get the project off the ground. 

Assistant Supervisor Frank B. Peers, of Deerfield^ pointed out that 
there was ndthing in the resolution or the contract which would make it 
mandatory to locate the new building on- the site of present courthouse 
since the board of supervisors would retain full control over the design, 
size and cost of the new building. 

Practically everybody got into the act on one side or the other and 
anyone unfamiliar with the normal conduct of the county board would 
have supposed that this was the first any of the supervisors had heard of 
a county building program. 

• # • 

It-came to Supervisor JoseptoWelch, of Cuba, in a flash of inspiration 
that the public building commissroh was "backdoor legislation designed to 
flaunt the* wishes of the people of Lake County who had voted down a 
bond referendum for building purposes." 

Supervisor Ken Henke, ox Benton, decried what he called deception 

practiced dti the people of Lake County because advocates of the building 

commission plan had declared that the building would be financed from 

' rent charged to the county departments using the building and that no 

new taxes would be levied to meet the cost: 

It is quite apparent that several thousand words will be bouncing off 
the walls of the board room before a new courthouse is built, and a bitter 
battle is shaping up over the location of the new courthouse if and when 
it is built. 

But Supervisor Cepon made his position quite clear when he threw 
the raw meat on the floor and Warned the board that if the courthouse Is 
not built on the present site he will fight to restore the office of township 
collector. 

Cepon and other snore line supervisors went along with the elimina- 
tion of the township collectors jbo bolster the county income at the expense 
of their own township treasuries because they felt the money would be 
used to build a new courthouse on the present site and they would prob- 
ably have enough strength tb restore the collectors and reap the [harvest 
■ of excess earnings for their own township use. 

This was no idle threat from the Waukegan supervisor. 

* • * 

Repeated refusal of the board members to face up to the need for an 
adequate courthouse and county office building has already cost' the county 
thousands of dollars because of repeated remodelings of the present 
structure, the purchase of the old Title and Trust Co. building on the 
west side of Utica St., the construction of new facilities for the county 
highway, department and the rent of office space for other county de- 
partments outside the courthouse. 

The continued decentralization of county government will add to the 
cost Of government and make it more inconvenient instead <of more con- 
venient for the people who have business with the county. 

The need for a modern, adequate county building is apparent and 
further delay in its construction will only add to the ultimate cost.
